Several years ago the city coun- 


cil adopted the policy of paving | 


the streets in the ranching district 
provided the property owners paid 
for the cost of the material, such 
as oil and rock. Many of the 
streets east and west of Euclid 
avenue have been paved under this 
system and it has proved very sat- 
isfactory, both to the rancher and 
to the city. The rancher benefits 
by having less dust on his trees 
and a better street to travel over, 
while the city benefits because it 
lessens the work of taking care of 
the streets. 

A dirt street is a very expensive 
one to keep in repair, especially if 
there is much traffic upon it. It 
must be graded and dragged sev- 
eral times each winter and in the 
summer it is dusty and full of 
holes. After it has been paved 
there is very little work to he done 
on it, consequently we like to see 
as many of them improved as pos- 
sible. The cost to the rancher is 
only 21% cents per square _ fcot, 
which is very little considering 
that the pavement will last many 
years without need of replacement. 

This same class of work has 
been done in many of the alleys 
throughout the city also, which 
has proved very satisfactory. It 
helps to keep down the dust and 
because a paved street or alley 
creates a little pride, it has helped 
to prevent the accumulation of 
rubbish in the alleys. It costs the 
property owner only $8.00 or $9.00 
a lot and will last for many years. 

Our street lighting this year will 
cost $4,330.00, which is equal to 
approximately 13 cents on our tax 
rate. 

Some saving could be made in 
this cost by turning off the lights 
at midnight instead of letting them 
burn until daylight, but the police 
department finds that the lights 


are a great help to them in their | 


work as it is much easier and 
more efficient to do their patrol- 
ing in the lighted streets than it 
is in dark ones.
